The penal­ 
ties would be 10 years to life, 
with no parole until after five 
years were served, for first of- 
fense: 10 years to life, with 
parole only after 10 years, for 
second of fense; 15 years to 
life, with 15 years required to 
serve before parole, for third 
and subsequent offenders.

"The state of Ohio passed
